and  the  CITY  OF  FORT  1AYNE,  INDIANA,  by  its  Board  of  Public  forks,  party 
of  the  second  part  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "City"),  RTTRASSETH: 

WHLrEAS,  said  Receivers  are  engaged  in  the  operation  of  said 
Wabash  Railway  pursuant  to  rights,  franchises  and  contracts  heretofore
